It will be p artici­ 
pated in by S tate Foresters and 
Stat* Fire W ardens in the states 
from Maine to K entucky as well 
as by federal foresters. 
E astern and south central states 
open the unfortunate parade of 
forest fir* danger seasons across 
th* nation each spring, Mr. Evans 
states. 
Recalling that 9 out of 
every IO forest fires are man caus­ 
ed, m ost forest and 
brush 
fires 
could be prevented, he said. 
This 
is 
particularly 
true, 
as 
recent 
studies show that it is not crim ­ 
inals or sabateurs who cause most 
of the forest fire dam age, but ra th ­ 
er the average 
law-abiding 
but 
careless Am erican citizens. 
W ith w eather conditions unus­ 
ually dry in m any localities, and 
with g reat quantities of slash and 
lots of men in the woods trying to 
catch up on A m erica’s w ar needs 
for lum ber and pulpwood, the com­ 
ing of this spring forbodes a period 
of high forest fire hazard in the 
northeast th a t will not lessen un­ 
til the woods tu rn green, the for­ 
ester said.

w orst fire danger period. 
For the 
eastern and south central states j

through M arch and April and p art 
of May. A nother high hazard peri- j 
od occurs between leaf fall and 
the coming of snow in the fall. 
Through newspapers, education 
in the schools, advertising, post­ 
ers, radio and other mediums, the 
1944 program will appeal to every 
loyal Am erican to rem em ber—and 
to ask his friends to rem em ber— j 
the fire prevention rules: 
(I) Crush out cigarettes, cigars, 
and pipe ashes.

Victory Garden Can Be 
Beautiful and Productive 


A Victory Garden m ay easily be 
m ade a beautiful feature cf the 
home grounds. 
Many large pri­ 
vate estates offer object lessons 
for the owners of sm aller grounds, 
in the way they m ake vegetable 
gardens attractive. 
Such gardens are usually sur­ 
rounded by well m arked bounda­ 
ries cf plants, or fencing; and they 
are divided by paths which m ake 
an interesting pattern, and give 
access to tile garden area. Paths 
m ay be bordered with flowers, or 
with some of tho perennial vege­ 
tables, such as chives and rhubarb. 
L a tic e s to surround the garden 
are easily m ade, the lum ber of the 
right size being on sale by m any 
dealers, or it can be cut to any de­ 
sired m easurem ent. Lattice paint­ 
ed green and supporting climbing 
beans or other vines offers one of 
the finest garden boundaries. 
Rustic fences from branches cut 
from forest trees which have been 
felled furnish another attractive 
feature. 
The 
rustic 
trellis 
for 
grapes and oa sm aller scale for 
tall peas, pole beans and cucum­ 
bers is also extensively used. 
Trellises for peas are easily and 


neatly m ade at small expense so 
that they become an attractive 
feature of the garden and m uch 
more pleasing to the eye than 
brush or chicken wire so often 
used. Wire is too often put up so 
that it presents various 
bulges 
and curves instead of being tightly 
stretched. 
It is a simple m atter 
to fram e it attractively and to put 
down firm posts so that it m ay be 
stretched and not be in danger of 
being dragged over by the weight 
of vines, particularly after a rain. 
In m any school gardens where 
the idea of beauty in the vege­ 
table garden is inculcated, a sun­ 
dial or bird bath is used as a cen­ 
tral feature of the vegetable gar­ 
den. 
This is an excellent device 
to add ornam ental qualities, and a. 
sm all bed of flowers about it will 
m ake it a feature that redeem s the 
entire vegetable garden from a 
commonplace appearance. 
If the re a r fence which bound* 
the garden happens to be of plain 
boards it can be easily trim m ed 
with latticework 
or fitted 
with 
wires for vines so that by m idsum ­ 
m er it will be an ornam ental fea­ 
ture of the garden.
